


Professors Hit Bond On Discrimination

“Let's get organized!” was 
heard more than ‘once at a rally 
held last Wednesday to announce 
the activities planned by the United 
Professors of California, in their 
ellorts to create awareness and end 
the racism, politics, sexism, and 
biases that President James Bond 
and the administration have con 
tinued in the past school year 


Several people spoke out 
against the discrimination Bond 
alledgedly is practicing and the 
current U PC activities taking place 
in coordination with grievances 
filed from certain faculty members 
of CSUS 

The rally opened with in 
troductory remarks by Chris 
Bender. who announced that an 
organizational meeting in Anthro. 
108 would be held to organize 
picketing tactics for UPC support 
at tomorrow's graduation 
ceremonies. “WE CAN HELP 
THEM!” Bender emphasized. 


As Bender spoke. UPC sup 
porters circulated announcements 
of UPC-supported activities to be 
held throughout this week. Today, 
a rally was set for 11:30 a.m. in 
front of the Administration buiid- 
ing and tomorrow a UPC in 
formational picket will be held at 
the commencement. The picket 
will start at 9:30 a.m. 


Yellow and green armbands 
were also distributed to those on 
the quad Wednesday. Speakers at 
the rally urged students and friends 
to support the UPC by wearing the 
armbands on campus yesterday 
and today 

The president of UPC, Manny 
Gale, began the rally by listing some 
ot the UPC complaints. Some are 
now under “legislative review.” ac- 
cording to Gale. The UPC is also 
fighting, Gale claims.the “violation 
of the basic nghts of the faculty.” 
In his closing statement, Gale said 
this fight is a “tough battle.” He 
added, “I've no doubt that we will 
win, but at a very terrible price. 
Thank you for your support. We 
strongly urge your continued sup- 
port.” 

Listeners also heard from one 
female staff worker who an 
nounced that the administration 
wants ultimately to “destroy the 
UPC.” She added. “We have nojob 
security. Campus workers must 
organize.” 

Ellen Smith, feminist and 
professor of English. spoke of the 
discriminatory practices against 
hiring of women by Bond. Smith 
cited statistics revealing how the 
number of women hired under 
Bond has steadily decreased. She 
said, “The UPC is fighting to 
correct these inequities. We 
demand justice, not tyranny.” In 


conciusion, Smith smiled, saying, 
“We have nothing to lose but our 
bonds.” 

Pez McKoane, employee here 
for 13 years, spoke of her grievance 
filed against Bond. Bond demoted 
her position on campus while she 
was on vacation last year. She 
pointed out, “What I'm asking ts 
they are demoting me, they should 
give me reasons for the demotion.” 

Paul Smillanick, president of 


the Student-Worker Alliance on 
campus and sponsor of Wednes- 


day's rally, expressed the Alliance's 
support of the UPC fight 
Smillanick insisted that the people 
who run the California State 
University and Colleges System are 
businessmen, adding that faculty 
members must organize themselves 
against such businessmen 
“Students should support the 
stalf.” Smillanick advised. if sucha 
measure ts to be a success. He 


called it a “fight against racism, 
sexism, and imperialism.” 


Joe Furey was the last of the 
rally’s speakers. Furey ts a profes- 
Economics here. He 
remarked that the “U PC represents 
all the faculty. Wage earners’ 
interests differ from businessmen’s 
interests. That's why we're here.” 
Furey exclaimed, “You've got to 
unionize, assuming you're rational. 
You should support the union 
struggle.” Furey concluded, “This 
will provide better teaching. We 
should all fight to support UPC.”

Scottish Air Fills Quad

Students yesterday were treated 
to a noonday performance on the 
campus quad by a Scottish bagpipe 
and drum duo. 

The appearance of the Scottish 
group was to promote a class for 
the History Dept., which is making 
a bid for students to signup for 
classes 

The pair, Jan Brewer and Brian 
Lockhart, entertained the more 
than 150 lunchtime crowd to such 
favorite Scottish tunes as, 
“Scotland La Brae,” “Gary Owen,” 
“Green Hills” and “When the 
Saints Come Marching In.” They 
were applauded warmly and were 
urged to continue, but they cleared 
the premises quickly after per- 
forming for half an hour. Brewer 
departed for class while Lockhart 
rushed back to work at an aircraft 
plant. 

Brewer and Lockhart, attired 
gaily in their colorful Scottish 
uniform of blackwatch doublet 
and Steward kilts, volunteered on 
short notice. “We wanted to help 
out the History Department,” 
Brewer said. 

The two are no longer members 
of any Scottish bagpipe group, but 
Brewer explained, “We do it 
(playing) just fur fun with a few 
guys ... It’s alot of fun.” 

it was an attentive crowd, some 
munching on food and some men 
baring their chests to the warm 
sunlight. No streakers appeared, 
but a fellow picketed the area with 


a super giant sign which advertised, 
“Jesus Clurist Save Sinners From 
Hell —Read the Bible When You're 
Able.” 


The Scottish group hailed the 
picketer onward with the rendition 
of “When the Saints Come Mar- 
ching In.” 





Attorney Robert Livingston 
says that, during the past four 
months, he has talked over the 
telephone and met face-to-face 
with an “intermediary” with 
detailed inside information on 
King’s assassination. 


Livingston states that this 
unidentified go-between claimed to 
represent two other men—both 
allegedly involved in the actual 
shooting of Dr. King. According to 
Livingston, one of the two men 
represented by the intermediary is 
said to be the “triggerman” who 
gunned down Dr. Kingin Menphis 
in April of 1968 


The intermediary, according to 
Livingston, has sa:d that there were 
four “wealthy and prominent 
Americans , both black and white, 
who planned and financed Dr 
King’s murder. Livingston said 


that the intermediary has offered to 
produce the alleged triggerman 
and his partner if they are given 
complete immunity from 
prosecution by state and federal of- 
ficials. 

In return. says Livingston, the 
two men are quoted as promising 
toidentify the four wealthy backers 
who were behind King’s as- 
Sussination. 

James Ear! Ray, who was con 
victed in 1969 of killing Dr. King. 
has insisted for the past five years 
that he was the “fall guy” ina 
larger conspiracy. Ray is currently 
fighting for a new trial in an effort 
to reopen the case. 

Livingston says that the two 
men who are allegedly ready to talk 
are reported to have had a falling 
out with their financial backers. 
and are willing to name them in 
return for their freedom

The dictatorial regime of the 
Shah ts expanding its policy of sup- 
pressing lranian students and 
nationals abroad. A specific policy 
utilized is the refusal to renew 
Passports to those who have ac- 
tvely voiced their opposition to the 
Shah's fascist regime. Since the 
World Confederation of Iranian 
Students is the only open 
organization representing — the 
Iranian people’s democratic and 
anti-imperialist movement, the 
regime has concentrated this policy 
towards the active members. A 
clear manifestation of this policy ts 
the 41 who on the occasion of the 
Shah's sister's visit to the US. 
demonstrated their opposition to 
the Shah's campaign of terror 
(June 26, 1970). Currently there are 
50 Iranian students and nationals 
who have been subjected to this 
policy 

Without valid passports, the 
lramian students are threatened 
with deportation to Iran on the 
Shah's terms which means trom 3- 
10 years imprisonment facing cruel 
and barbaric tortures. 

These acts of the regime are an 
extension of its repressive policy 
abroad, consistent with its denial 
of basic mghts of the Iranian 
people. In Iran there are over 
25,000 political prisoners, and 
since 197] there have been 109 
political executions (S.F. 
Chronicle April 16, 1973) 

Since the CIA master-minded 
coup de etat in 1953, restoring the 
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they would allow so valuable an

power, the U.S 
has bolstered this 
regime into a model chent-servant, 
which presently under the Nixon 
Doctrine is to protect U.S. cor- 
porate interests. In the last year the 
Shah has spent $3 billion on 
modern U.S. arms to. crush 
independence movements in the 
Persian Gulf. In the U.S. im- 
migration and FBI co-operation 
with the framian Consulate against 
politically active tranians, using 
the refusal to renew policy as a 
pretext for deportation. 

This policy of refusing to renew 
the passports is illegal both under 
the Iranian Constitution and the 
UN Declaration of Human Rights.

That strikes me as having important implications, since 
there will be 600 nuclear plants operating by the turn of the century 
unless the public mobilizes to stop them. Page one contained a story 
on Miss Indian America. What kind of priorities are those? 

On page three there was a story concerning a counter-Emmy 
awards ceremony which took place last Tuesday, wherein Patty 
Hearst was given an award “for providing the upper-class white 
woman with a positive hera, the female counter-part to hero.” This is 
public support for a group which advocates violent revolution in 
America, and the story is not page |. 

To me, this represents a gap in the public understanding, and for 
that reason, the “cam pus newspaper” this semester has been devoted, 
somewhat, to subjects outside the borders of J St. and Folsom Blvd. 
to try and fill in that gap. 

I have faith in Lou Thelen, who’s going to be doing next year’s 
editing.

Many people on this campus 
are unaware of the number of 


students from foreign countries 
who come to Sacramento and to 
CSUS each year. Many of these 
same people are unaware of why 
foreign students come to this par-

There are approximately 232 
foreign students attending CSUS 
They come from Africa, Asia. the 
Pacific, Europe, South America, 
and the Middle East. They come 
from economic and 
cultural backgrounds. Some come 
to further theireducation, some for 
the chance to live ina foreign coun- 
try, some to meet new people, and 
some to discover if anything and 
everything they have heard about 
America ts true 

I interviewed two people recen- 
tly and they gave their reasons for 
their stays in this country, their 
likes and dislikes about the U.S.,

California, and CSUS in par- 
ticular 
Joelle Marandet is a young 


single woman in her early 20's. She 
is a native of France. She has lived 
in the United States and Sac- 
ramento since last fall. Marandet is 
currently working as a graduate 
student in French 

Her job includes working in the 
language lab in the Education 
building, tutoring groups of 
students, and giving individuals 
help with their French. She is paid 
to work in the department 

“| had to get a job-work permit 
before | came to America. It’s hard 
to get a work permit. It’s the 
hardest thing to get.” she em- 
phasized. Acquiring such a permit 
involves sending an application to 
the Minister of Education in 
France and hoping to get accepted 
Marandet holds a J-I visa. The J-1 
Visa requires the student to be 
sponsored by an_ institution, 
scholarship, church, or 
or ganization 

Califorma State University, 
Sacramento is Marandet’s spon- 
sor. She pointed out, “I didn’t pick 
it. | was placed here through the 
visa and grant application.” She 
added, “Before that, I'd never 
heard of CSUS.” 

However, Marandet said she 
was allowed to list a preference and 
she asked to be accepted at a 
college somewhere in California. 
She stated, .“I chose California for 
the weather. I'm cold-blooded,” 
she laughed. She continued, “I was 
scared I'd be sent to the middle 
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states or New York for a vear.” 
Marandet added, “It'd be nice to 
visit New York but not to stay.” 


Marandet graduated from Sor- 
bonne University in Paris in 1973 
In coordination with that univer- 
sitv and CSUS. she is working on 
her Masters in French 


Asked what she likes about 
CSUS (if anything), Marandet 
replied. “I'm not really into it. [do 
love the layout of the campus to 
relax and just walk around: 
whereas at my university in Paris, 
you walk out of a classroom mnght 
into the street full of traffic.” 


Marandet stated that one class 
in Paris could be held in one build- 
ing at one end of that city and a 
class one hour later might be 
located in a building at the op- 
posite end of Paris. “You can spend 
the whole day riding the subway 
just going from class to class,” she 
pointed out 

There ts “that 
bugs me about this university,” she 
said. However, she added. “I'm not 
involved in any activities on

She also expressed surprise at 
the student apathy that exists on 
American campuses today. Speak- 
ing especially with regard to cam- 
pus riots, Marandet said. “I was 
really surprised that people were 
apathetic. They weren't into 
politics the way they were into it ac- 
tively in the 60's.” Marandet tur- 
ther pointed out, “I was expecting 
the same atmosphere I'd heard ex- 
isted here in the 60's.” 

Marandet doesn’t own a car so 
she doesn’t get out of the area very 
often. However, she does enjoy go- 
ing to movies occasionally 
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likes 
lives, 


She particularly 
Westbridge. where she 
because she ts able to see the coun- 
tryside from her apartment win- 
dow. “Here you can get into 
nature. In Paris. there's no place to 
really get into the country, From 
here (pointing to her large living 
room window), I can see the river 
and the trees.” 

Asked what she'll miss most 
about CSUS or Sacramento, 
Marandet answered. “I'm gonna 
miss the people in general. It's go- 
ing to be hard for me to change, 
readjusting life back to France.” 
She added, “Here you can be more 
free to do what you want.” 

Plans to return? “Someday I'd 
like to.” she answered, smiling 
“Unless | get an extension on my 
visa. which would give me until 
August, I'll be leaving the U.S. at 
the end of June. Other than that. | 
don't have any big plans.” she con- 
cluded in perfect English 

The only thing Joelle had in 
common with Per Fostvedt, a 
foreign student from Norway, was 
thar they both attended Sorbonne 
University in Paris 

Fostvedt is 24 years-old and 
single. He is the 
CSUS trom A business 
administration major, Fostvedt 
has been in the United States and 
Calitornia for two years. He has 
been at CSUS since last fall under a 
student visa. However, he plans to 
have it changed to a general visa 
because he plans to stay in America 
permanently

His story is somewhat unique in 
that when he came to California, he 
had intended only to work as a ski 
instructor. He didn’t enroll in 
college. Fostvedt said, “I came over 
here to work as a ski instructor at 
Mammoth Lake and I| decided to 


stay. | like California.” 


Fostvedt. because he isn't a 


sponsored student, pays for all his 
expenses. He pays $750.00 alone in 


tuition fees each semester at CSUS 


When asked why he chose a 
business administration maior, he 
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laughed and replied, “I had to 
choose something. | have invested 
money in two ski schools. That's 
going to be my field of work 
skiing.” 

Mest of Fostvedt’s classes are in 


business. However, he has taken 


courses in English, sociology. his- 
tory, and government. His 
previous education included 


courses in philosophy and logic at 
Sorbonne University and at the 
University of Norway in Oslo. 

Fostvedt, a full-time student 
carrying 18 units this semester, has 
traveled extensively throughout 
Germany, Austria, France, and 
Russia. He said this has helped him 
adjust to the United States easily 
He particularly likes hfe in 
America 

“You have more freedom and

Mr. Natural covers the 
bathroom wall down at the end of 
Douglass Hall nearly daily with 
grafitti and drawings, proclaiming 
on topics like “the poop butt 
teachers” and the red ireaks, allina 
biker power motif.

H: How did you become Mr 
Natural? 

MN: Kind of assumed it, | 
guess, oh, about four or five years 
ago. | walked into a crapper, you 
know, and there it ts on the walls, 
you know? It’s day to day life, what 
peopte have in common, you 
know, whatever. You've seen it. 
That ts a reality, even if that isn't 
above the mundane 

Walk around the streets a lot, 
you know, you stand at a bus 
corner, something like that, you 
hear people bitchin’ and moann’ 
about this that and the other thing. 
So from there you formulate your 
own idea on it, take it into the 
crapper and put it up there, and 
they're gonna laugh, you know. It's 
been going on for several years 

H: Do you figure its a good 
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medium? Do you figure you reach 
many people that way? 

MN: Oh yeah, oh yeah. | 
operated with it for about two 
years over at City College, and the 
feedback was just fantastic. On any 
given day the wall would just be 
covered with some outrageous 
stuff. Usually there'd be some 
really high-grade stuff there. I’ve 
been sadly disappointed by what 
(response) I've seen in the 
bathroom here 

H: Do you think maybe that’s 
because of the overpowering Mr 
Natural identity that comes across 
there? 

MN: What, the biker identity? 
What do you mean? If it is, I think 
it's maybe most people got that old 
thing. I hate to resort to it because 
it’s been used so many times bef ore, 
but ever since the fifties, man, the 
biker image: we're gonna go in and

heads. And sure. once ina while I'll 
put that up there, “I’m gonna beat 
your head,” you know, but I don't 
mean any harm. I'm just gonna 
beat you, you know, with words, 
more or less, try and get your 
consciousness back up there where 
it belongs. 

I think the place where I got on 
the bikers dates way back. Like 
originally I'm from Milwaukee, 
and | used to have a buddy back 
there who was pretty active ina lot 
of Chicago bike groups and he 
bought an old eighty inch k nuckle- 
head and we used to nde around on 
it. And he came down to my pad 
one day and he said, “Man, the big 
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thing ts gonna happen here, they're 
comin’ they're comin’ ” and | said 
“Who the hell’s coming?” 

“The Angeles, man,” and I said 
“What?” and he said, “Yeah, 
they're comin’ up here for the (flat 
track races they used to hold).” 

And | said, “How are they get- 
tin’ here?” And I never did find out 
until a few years back I read 
Hunter Thomson's book Hells 
Angels, and found out they put ‘em 
on Goddamn railroad cars and 
trucked ‘em in. 

A buddy of mine introduced me 
to some old, old, comics that 
brought Mr. Natural into being 
Everybody's familiar with Mr. 
Natural from R. Crumb. Believe it 
or not, it’s not a new thing. It dates 
all the way back to the Forties 
Even back then it was the weird 
kind of thing Crumb was doing 
with the weird philosophy, “What's 
it all mean, Mr. Natural?” (Don't 
mean shit.) The biker thing and 
Mr. Natural kind of merged 
together and its been that way ever 
since 

B: Is Mr. Natural really you, or 
is that just what you put on the 
wall? 

MN: Its not really me, though I 
like bikes. I'm not into beating 
anybody's head or anything, but 
just to get the varied reaction ... 

H: How much of Mr. Natural’s 
outlook is your outlook? 

MN: From what point of view? 
From the biker's point of view? 

H: From a philosophical point 
of view. 

MN: Well, a lot of it ts different 
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philosophies I've read. I've read 
Sartre for his existential stuff, and 
every once in a while you'll see Mr. 
Natural doing it, “it’s all nothing,” 
“It don’t mean whatever.” | beg 
and borrow from everybody. You 
know, I’m constantly reading, and 
I'll find a good line —Idon’t like to 
directly quote, but I'll take what 
some guy's got to say and then 
from my experience say “Yeah, 
that’s cool” and throw it up there 
and see what happens. 

H: How about the drawing? 

MN: The drawing is all mine. | 
used to play around with car- 
tooning a bit. Maybe some day I'll 
take over where Crumb left off.

MN: Oh yeah. I nde a Triumph, 
but | identify more with the 
Harley's. They're both good bikes.

discontinue publication of The 
State Hornet. This kind of 
newspaper doesn’t belong on cam- 
pus.” 

The President's speech lasted 
for close to eighteen hours but the

Western Region NCAA playoffs. 
Coach Boyes’ unranked team did a 
tremendous job in finishing second 
behind top-ranked UC _ Irvine.

know what 

So, what is there to do besides 
drink beer and get stoned. Well, 
you can go somewhere to drink 
beer and get stoned. There are the 
obvious places to go to, such as, the 
river and the lake, put all of Sac- 
ramento will be there, too 
Crowded with screaming children, 
aluminum cans scattered about. 
and loud giggly high schoolers as- 
king for beer and dope. Pleasant 
thought isn’t it 

Depressed because these are the 
only two places you know of? 
Hopefully. | can add a few places 
that you may want to frequent 
throughout the summer. Now that 
the energy crisis is over vou can fill 
your tank up, even on Sunday, and 
head out toward the town of 
Folsom, the home of Charlie Man- 
son. If you don't know how to get 
there just drive down Highway 50 
towards gambling country and 
turn off on the exit that says. you 
guessed it, Folsom 

Follow the signs that lead you 
there. On the road you will pass 
some of the finest examples of 
hydraulic mining inthe area. There 


are the large piles of stone left 
behind after they had been 
liberated from that nasty, 
unwanted meta!, gold. The whole 
area from here on is loaded with 
history going back tothe great gold 
rush days more than a century ago 

Once in the town of Folsom 
stop and look around at the art 
Stores, antique shops and old time 
saloons. The only worthwhile pur- 
chase to be made in the town is a 
beer. You probably can’t afford to 
buy anything else unless you are on 
the budget of Mrs. Onassis. The 
place is a rip off, but a fine res- 
toration of a gold rush town 
Probably a little too fine, but that's 
America 

As you proceed out of town on 
the Folsom —Coloma road, you 
will see, on the left, a sign for 
Folsom Prison. All that is visible 
from this point ts the front gate and 
part of a long, narrow road sur- 
rounded by fields and orchards. If 
you decide to visit the prison be 
sure to hide all paraphanalia in- 
cluding the shit eating grin on your 
tace. The guards frown upon 
overly happy people. They are cor- 
dial, but do not put up with any 
bullshit and will exercise the nght

After you stay here proceed on 
down ths road and you will come 
to a fork in the road just after the 
exit to Fl Dorado Hills. The fork is 
the road to Salmon Falls and the 
back way into Auburn. They are 
not grandiose fans, instead rather 
small, but the beauty they create is 
every bit as pieasing as some of the 
more spectacular falls known 
throughout the world 

The falls form a large pool sur- 
rounded by with 
large, green, feathery ferns prot- 
ruding in the mist created by the 
falls. Behind the falls ts a small cave 
large enough tor one person to sit 
and contemplate the never ending 
sheen of water in front, wondering 
where it has been and where it 1s 
going. On many occasions, this 1s

Coloma ts about another thirty 
minutes from here back on the 
Folsom-Coloma road. At this 
point just follow the signs and they 
will iead you right into Coloma.

still lurk around every corner. 
Coloma was the original gold dis- 
covery site made famous by John 
Marshall. He, however, made the 
mistake of informing his friend 
John Sutter about the gold he had 
found. And itt seems that Mr 
Sutter could not wait to get back to 
his fort and spread the news 

Within days the rush for gold 
left Sutter's Fort almost deserted 
Not long after that, word reached 
San Francisco of the gold dis- 
covered at Marshall's mill. The 
whole town was left almost com- 
pletely deserted by men and 
women eager to strike it rich. Inthe 
harbor of San Francisco ships sat 
empty with cargo still needing to be 
unloaded. All the men had left for 
the gold fields. Coloma had turned 
into a tent city practically over- 
night with a saloon on every corner 
and eggs selling for a dollar apiece 

The town is completely restored 
now, including the mill where Mar- 
shall made his discovery. The town 
is Ina picturesque valley with large 
rolling hills protecting it on all 
sides. The American River rushes 
by on its way to sea. The place is so 
serene now it is hard to imagine 
what it must have been like in the 
old days. lronically, John Marshall 
died flat broke. But, he had plenty 
of company. For many, things just 
didn’t pan out 

There are many trails inthe area 
leading up into the green and gold 
hills te places that otfer spectacular 
views of the Sierra Nevada 
Coloma is a fine spot to pull out the 
munchies, assuming you haven't 
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eaten them already. Food is amust 
on a trip to Colma because there 
are so many places to hike to and 
have a nice quiet picnic, with just 
the mockingbirds and sparrows 
listening. Be sure to pick up your 
though.
